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1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With regard to claim 1, the prior art does not teach or render obvious the claimed method 
including: 

• Deriving presetting values for zonal ink metering devices and for ink metering 
rollers acting over a printing width from a set value for a weight per unit area of a 
full tone area, zonal area coverage values and an ink stripe width. The weight per 
unit area is determined as the amount of ink per printed full tone area or solid ink 
area, or the weight per unit area corresponds to the mass of the printing ink per 
unit area of the test print. Weight per unit area, as recited in claim 1 of the instant 
application, is a quantity with the units of Newtons per Square meter (N/m 2 ).
